“I congratulate yon, Jim, from my 
very heart, old fellow, thongh how 
you've managed to get so far ahead of 
as all I can’t imagine! Vicar of S—-—-! 
Why, it’s a position even | never 
dreamed of, and as for sou, I always 
looked upon you, old man, as a regular 
prison chaplain and nothing else. No 
offense, Jim; yon know what I mean.”’ 

It was indeed with a shock of aston- 
isbment and almost incredulity that I 
bad read iu my morning paper, only an 
hour before, that the Rev. James Bourn, 
M. A., of Balliol college, Oxford, at 
present cbaplaiu of the jail at Smithley, 
had been appointed by tho trustees to 
the fnportant post of vicar of S——, 
vacant owing to its previous occupant 
having been made a bishop.

TIMBER PRESERVATION. 


Free Access of Alr to Woodwork Neces 
sary to Prevent Decay. 

Probably no better illustration can be 
had, even at thé present time, of the 
great importance of free access of air to 
woodwork as a means of protection 
against premature decay than the results 
of an investigation, condncted a few 
years ago, into the canses of sn accident 
in an expensive apartment honso in one 
of the principal cities of the United 
States, in which a portion of one of the 
upper floors gave way, and, in fulling, 
carried along corresponding sections of 
the several floors below, landing the 
whole mass of wreckage in the cellar. 
It was found that a fortunately uuasual 
system of floor construction had been 
adopted in the building in question, the 
spaces between the wooden beams hav- 
ing been filled with ashes, presumably 
with the view of making a comparativo- 
ly fireproof structure. 

Whatever its merits in this respect 
may have been, there wns no qnestion 
whatever that the mixture of aches 
formed a most efficicnt barrier against 
the access of air to the timbers, and 
any moisture that was inherently in 
them or afterward found its way to 
them throngh the tiling above had little 
opportunity of being carried away by 
any ventilating air currents. The beams 
simply had to rot, and that compara- 
tively quickly. In the subsequent work 
of reconstruction of the floors, however, 
good care was taken that they should 
not again suffer in the same way. 

Mill architects ‘generally appreciate 
the presérving influence of free air cir- 
culation so thoroughly that they care- 
fully guard against even the painting of 
any floor beams which are opeu to the 
suspicion of imperfcct seasoning. Where 
any moisture is still prevent in the wood 
a coat of paint or tar or anything else 
impervious to air, ordinarily looked 
upon as a protective agent, simply pre- 
vents this moisture from escaping, and 
thus, instead of guarding against rapid 
decay, really promotes it to a vory muit- 
terial degree. Happily this circumstance 
is becoming properly recognized and is 
beginning to receivé a due sharo of at- 
tention. —Caassier’s Magazine.

The intprovenients consist of the intro- 
drcticn .of the steuographic principle, 
making the machine capable of printing 
whole words at single strokes of the 
keys. Many of the small words and 
worl endings which are most frequent- 
ly r-ed are reprerented in the new ma- 
chine by reparate keys of their own, and 
by a clever device the spacing is made 
to correspend antomatically with the 
length ef the words thus eet apart. An- 
oiher time saving device is the two 
space lever, which enables the operator 
to frm thy space between the words 
with the samo stroke which makes the 
last Jotter of n word. Au antomatic spa- 
eer, recd to print tables of figures and 
Finui!.c work, is also mided to perfect 
the equipment of the new typewriter. 
Tho inveutor claims that the speed to be 
attained by the use of these devices is 
much greater than has yet been secured.

CLOSING SCENES OF THE WAR. 


A Confederate Which Deserted In a 
Body Washington. 

In the latter part of the month of 
March, 1865, Washington saw many 
signs of collapse of the rebellion. The 
Confederate army appeared to be badly 
demoralized, and deserters, who arrived 
constantly in large numbers, ported 
that men from Alabama, Georgia, Flor- 
ida,and the Carolinas could not bo ex- 
pected to have any heart in a fight 
which then seemed only for the defense 
of Virginia, while their own states were 
overrun by the armies of the Union. 
During the month of March more than 
8,000 deserters were reccived at Wash- 
ington, and great numbers were qucr- 
tered at Fort Monroe, Annapolis and 
other points nearer the lines, where they 
were put to work in the quartermaster’s 
department or jn the naval service. 

One,curiosity of the times was a Con- 
federato regimental band which had de- 
serted in a body with its instruments 
and was allowed to march through the 
streets of the national capital playing 
Union airs. This was one of the oddest 
signs of the final break up. People re- 
called a story, told by Hooker, that 
when the Union army scaled and ocen- 
pied Lookout Monntain a rebel sentry 
on duty on the crest of one of the most 
difficult precipices saw our men pile up 
in solid masses over steeps which had 
been thought inaccessible and was so 
surprised that he forgot to ran, but 
stood with feet rooted to the spot, 
watching the Union force climbing up, 
and streaming past him, and driving 
the enemy far to the rear, until he was 
left alone, a statue of amazement. Re- 
covering himself at last, he threw down 
his musket, stripped off his rebel gray 
jacket, stood on them both, and looking 
far off to the sunny south stretched ont 
as a map below him, said, ‘‘How are 
you, Southern Confederacy?” 

But notwithstanding such indications 
of a collapse of the rebellion at this very 
time many northern Union newspapers, 
led by Horace Greeley and others of his 
stamp, were demanding that appeals 
should be made to the southern people 
“to stop the fow of blood and the waste 
of treasure," and that some message 
should be sent to the southerners ‘‘so 
terse that it will surely be circulated 
and so lucid that it cannot be miscon- 
strned or perverted,” by way of an in- 
vitation to cease fighting. Curiously 
enough, the nearer the time came for a 
final surrender the more fervid was the 
demand for negotiation and appeal from 

the unreasonable radicals in the ranks 
of northern Unionists. But all this was 
soon to end, and while a small party 
was asking, ‘‘Why not negotiate?" the 
downfall came. —Noah Brooks in Cen- 
tury. 
Food Tin Cans. 

In a recent government report by Dr. 
H W. Wiley it is stated that in Ger- 
many the law requires that tlie tins em- 
ployed for holding canned goods shall 
not contain more than 1 percent of lead, 
while in this country there is no restric- 
tion whatever in regard to the character 


of the<tin used, the result of this latter 


fact being the employment of cans in 
some cases containing as high as 12 per 
cent of lead. This practice prevails, not- 
withstanding the unanimity among 
physiologists ns to the effect of lead salts 
upon .the human system, the continual 
ingestion of even minute quantities of 
lead into the system being followed 
eventually by the most serious consc- 
quences—painter’s colic, lead palsy and 
other trying diseases well known to 
physicians being the direct cffects of 
continual expomre of the system to any 
gach minute portions of lead salts. It is 
said to be possible to exclnde the latter 
by requiring that the tin shall not oon- 
ic more thay Tg per cent o 
eas a+ tha 
Sick ead a Pete 
In Germany the solder made uso of in 
sealing tho cans is not allowed to con- 
tain over 10 per cent of lead, while in 
this country the analysis of numerous 
samples of the solder applied shows that 
it contains fully 50 per, cent of lead, in 
addition to this being the lack of care to 
prevent such solder from comirg into 
contact with the contents of. the can, 
and large surfaces of solder on the seams 
are often found exposed to the action of 
the acid contents of the can.

At the British embassy to the king of 
Italy a calculation was made some time 
ago of the amount of gold brought by 
travelers into Italy every year. By far 
the largest number of these travelers 
come from England and the United 
States. The calculations made it evident 
that no less than £20,000,000; or $100, - 
000,000, ate brought into this country 
and left here by these travelers. In the 
ecantiest years that sum has not been’ 
less than £14,000,000, while on other 
occasions it has risen to £22,000,000.

A HOROLOGICAL WONDER.^ 


The Complicated Time Keeping Oddity In- 
vented by a Russian Pole. 

The prize wonder in the shapeof a 
clock is the invention of a Russian Pole 
named Goldfadon. The inventor is a 
clockmaker of Warsaw and boasts that 
he worked over 2,000 days on this time 
keeping oddity. The clock represents a 
railway station, with waiting rooms for 
travelers, telegraph and ticket offices 
and a very pretty and natural platform, 
well lighted and having in its center a 
flower garden and a spouting fountain. 
There are also signal boxes, lights, 
switches, water tanks—in fact, every- 
thing used in conjunction with a well 
regulated railway station. There is a 
dial in the center tower, which shows 
time at New York, Peking, Warsaw and 
London. Every quarter of an hour the 
station begins to show signs of life 
First all of the little figures of telegraph 
operators begin to work their machines, 
the head automaton, going through tho 
form of sending a dispatch to the effect 
that ‘‘the line is clear.'' Then the door 
opens, and upon the platform appear 
the station master and his assistants. 
Next a long line of little figures file up 
to the miniature ticket office. 

After this the porters appear, carrying 
Inggage, the bell rings, and instantly a 
miniature train dashes ont of a tunnel 
and halts before the platform of the sta- 

‘| tion honse.. While the train is waiting a 
miniature figure tests the wheels and 
axles with a tiny hammer, another 
pumps water into the tank of the en- 
gine, while a third busies himself stow- 
ing away small lumps of coalin the sil- 
yer plated tender. There is one signal 
of tho bell, whereupon the door of the 
single coach opens, and the little figures 
slide in on an almost invisible wire, 
the opening closing after them. A sec- 
ond tap of the bell is the signal for the 
wheel tester, waterman and fuel carricr 
to retire into the station house. 

After the third signal the whistle 
gives two toots, and the train quickly 
disappears in a tunnel opposite to the 
one from which it emerged five minutes 
before. - When the train is out of sight, 
the station master and his assistants 
leave the platform, the doors close be- 
hind them, and they all retire to the 
other side of the station house, where, 
#& the expiration of 15 minutes, the 
train again appears, and the passengers 
file out and seat themselves in the build- 
ing preparatory to taking another trip 
around the station house.—St. Louis 
Republic.

Resolved, Tnat during our term of of- 
fice aè county commissioners, hc was an 
efficient officer; perfectly familiar with 
all the details of county affairs, aud ever 
able and ready to assist usin the admin- 
istration of the Levy Court; and we real- 
ize in his death a public loss and a va 
cancy difficult to fill.

WYPHENATED NAMES. 


Bome Are Genuine, Others Simply Stand 
For Snobbery—Uow to Distinguish. 

Hysphenated names in Europe may be 
divided into two categories—namely, 
those wherein the hyphen isa mere piece 
of suobbery and affectation, and those 
wherein it is consequent npon a legal 
obligation. The latter are in the minor- 
ity nud are borne almost invariably by 
legatees and their descendants, who have 
inherited property, usually real estate, 
contingent upon their tacking the name 
of the testator on to their own, or else 
they are men who have married heiresses 
and been accepted as husbands for the 
latter on the condition that they should 
appoud the family name of their wives 
to their own patronymic. 

People in the other category, who use 
the hyphen merely with the object of 
creating the impression that they are of 
more ancient lineage than is really the 
case, invariably prefix, instead of ap- 
pending, the additional name, and it is 
this that enables one to distinguish the 
“bona fide double barrel,” as Lard Ran- 
dolph Churchill used to call them, from 
those who are not, for you haye only to 
ask Mr. Ponsonby-Jones for the name of 
his paternal grandfather in order to find 
out that the old gentleman was a simple 
Jones, devoid of the > 
by, wh the case of surnames 
adopted in deference to testamentary 
dispositions one will invariably find on 
inquiry that the paternal grandfather 
and ancestors bore the first of the two 
patronymics. 

The persons who make use of hyphen- 
ated names withont being compelled to 
do so are usually the owners of patro- 
nymics excruciatingly plebeian, who 
hope, vainly, it is true, toredeem the 
commonplace character of their name by 
prefixing thereto one calculated, they 
trnst, to create the impression that they 
are connected with some of the great 
houses of the nobility. Thus it is quite 
common to find Montmorency-Smiths, 
Plantagenct-Robinsons and Vere de 
Vere-Browns.—Chicago Tribune. 


RUMSEY’S STEAMBOAT, 


Records Which Show That It Antedated 
Fulton's Product by Twenty-two Years. i 
The records of Jefferson county, W. 
Va., prove what is not generally knoymn 
—that Robert Fulton was not the firet 
man to bnild a ste. :nboat in this coun- 
. He was anticipated over 22 years 
by James Rumsey of Charleston, Va., 
now West Virginia. Rumsey’s steam- 
boat was partly constracted in Frederick 
county, ML, in 1785. It was fitted np 
with machinery partly manufactnred at 
a farnace called ‘*The Cococtin Fur- 
nace, '* owned by Johnson Brothers, and 
located near the town of Frederick. 

The two cylinders, the boiler, pumps, 
pipes, ctc., were built in Baltimore. 
Part of the work was done at the old 
Antictam lron works. Rumsey’s boat 
was 80 feet in length, and it was pro- 
pelled by an engine which worked a 
vertical pump placed in the center of the 
vessel The water was drawn in at the 
bow and forced out at the stern through 
a horizoutal pipe. The entire weight of 
the machinery was 665 pounds, and 
the tonnage of the vessel was three tons. 
The entire machinery, including the 
boiler, cte., took up a space of very lit- 
tle over 4 feot square. 

The first public experiment took place 
on the Potomac river on March 14, 1786, 
when the boat showed a speed of four 
miles an hournup stream. The records of 
Jefferson county also show that George 
Washington and Governor Thomas Jobn- 
son cef Mayland were among ihe pat- 
rons: Rninsoy, and that the exneriment 
westumto du the interest cf the then 
propo-cl Ghesapezke and Ohio canal — 
New York Work.

“LITERARY MEN AND THE PIPE. 


Many of Them Detest the Weed, While 
Others Find Solace In It, 

The following from Edmund Yates’ 
“Recollectións” appeared in a London 
periodical: ‘‘Mr. Gladstone ‘detests’ to- 
bacco; Mr. Matthew Arnold ‘abuses’ 
it; Mr. Ruskin hates the man who 
‘pollutes the pure air of the morning 
with cigar smoke.’ But are we not con- 
soled for the abstinence of these great 
men by the devotion of others of emi- 
nence? Thackeray once declared that he 
did not despair to see a ‘bishop lolling 
out of the Atheneum with a cheroot in 
his mouth, or, at any rate, a pipe stuck 
in his shovel hat. * But if we have not a 
smoking bishop, we have a smoking poet 
laureate (allnding to the late Lord Ten- 
nyson), familiar with tobaccos, Latakia, 
Connecticut leaf, Perique, Lone Jack, 
Michigan, Killicinick, Highlander ‘os 
any of the English brands.’ 

“How did he take the gentle weed! 
At his feet was a box of white clay pipes, 
Filling ono of these, he smoked until it 
Was empty, broke itin twain and threw 
the fragments into a box prepared for 
their reception. Then he took another 
pipe from its straw or wooden inclo- 
sure, filled it and destroyed it, as before. 
For years Professor Huxley, like Charles 
Lamb, toiled after tobacco ‘as some men 
after virtue.’ At a certain debate on 
smoking he told the story of his early 
struggles in a way which utterly put the 
antitobacconists to confusion. 

***For 40 years of my life,’ ho said, 

‘tobacco had been a deadly poison to 
me. [Lond cheers from the antitobac- 
conists.} In my youth, as a medical 
student, I tried to smoke. In vain! At 
every fresh attempt my insidious foe 
stretched me prostrate on the floor. [Re 
peated cheers,] I entered the navy. 
Again I tried to smoke and again met 
with defeat. I hated tobacco. Icould al- 
most have lent my support to any insti- 
tation that had for its object the putting 
of tobacco smokers to death. [Vociferons 
cheering. ] 

“<A few years ago I was in Brittany 
with some friends. We went to an inn. 
They began to smoke. They looked very 
happy, and outside it was very wet and 
dismal I thoughtI would try a cigar. 
{Murmurs.] Ididso. [Great expecta- 
tions.) I smoked that cigar—it was de- 
licions. [Groans:] From that moment I 
Was n changed man, and I now feel that 
smoking in moderation is a comfortable 
and laudable practice and is productive 
of good. [Dismay and confusion of the 
antitobacconists. Roars of langhter from 
the smokers. } 

** “There is no more harm in a pipo than 
there isin a cup of tea. You may poi- 
son yourself by drinking too much green 
tea or kill yourself ‘by eating too many 
beefsteaks. For my own part, I consider 
that tobacco in moderation is a sweetencr 
and equalizer of the temper.’ [Total 
rout of the antitobacconists and com- 
plete triumph of-the smokers. ]’’ 


A Curious Fact. 

The Popular Science News calls atten- 
tion to a most remarkable account of the 
position of certain planets as located in 
“‘Gulliver's Travels ’’ This book, writ- 
ten somewhere about 1726, contains the 

| following words : “They spend tho 
| greater part of thcir lives in observing 
the celestial bodies, which they do by 


the assistance of glasses far excelling | 


ours in goodness. They have likewise 
discovered two lesser stars, or satellites, 
which revolve about Mars, whereof the 
innermost is distant from the center of 
the primary planet exactly three of his 
diamoters and the outermost five. The 
former revolves in the space of 10 hours, 
and tho latter in 214s; so that tho 
squares of their pericdical times arc very 
near in the same proportion with tho 
cubes of their distance from the center 
of Mars. ” 


One hundred and fifty years beforo it | 


was known that Mars had a satellite, 
when the theory that it had -ouc would 
haye*becmmet withridicule, ar at least 
disbelief, the author of this remarkable 
book described the exact number of satel- 
lites that Mars possessed, told their loca- 
tion and unnsual speed; also a peculiar- 
ity in. the relation of the speed to tho 
central orb, a pesqli ity based upon no 
principles with which astronomers are 
familiar. A careful study cf tho state- 
ments made by many writers of marked 
ability will almost inevitably lead us to 
the conclusion hat certain imaginative

' A MARITIME FREAK. 
#ARROW ESCAPES FROM WATER- 
SPOUTS IN MEXICO, 


A Traveler Relates Two Experiences He 


| Had With These Twisting Terrors—A | 


Congregation of Them, Each of Which 
Was Nearly 1,000 Feet In Height. 


The narrowest escape I ever had was 
from a congregation of waterspouts. I 
was making a trip to some of the small 
islands in the gulf of Mexico, about 50 
miles from Cuba, a spot famons for its 
waterspouts, and in the summer months 
there were few days that one or more 
Were not seen. Generally a long, atten- 
| uated black cloud would: appear, from 
| which would drop a pendulous cloud 
Lower it would descend, resembling the 
lower portion of a balloon, and when 
about half way to the water a corre- 
sponding figure would be seen rising to 
meet it. Finally the two would join, 
and the column, from 400 to 1,000 feet 
high, more or less, would move away 
before the wind, bending before it like 
a gigantic bow—a thing of terror, a 
frightful object of the sea. 

Thad been visiting an island about 
ten miles from our camp and was ina 
heavy sailboat—too heavy to manipu- 
lato by oars readily. When half way 
home, on the edge of the channel, the 
wind died completely away, and I no- 
ticed all about usa number of strange 
black clouds. 

Watching them closely and comment- 
ing upon them to my man, I suddenly 
saw the ominous dropping of a pointed 
index finger nota sixteenth of a mile 
away. As I mentioned it my companion 
pointed behind me t another, and in 
less than five minutes five of these dread 
objects dropped from the clouds about 
us. 

There was not a breath of air, and 
there*was an ominous silence. Even the 
ever present gulls seemed to have de- 
serted the place. We got ont the oars 
aud endeavored to pnll, but the boat 
was too heavy, and we were compelled 
to await developments g 

The clond tips slowly dropped, aud 
all abont ns mysterious columns rose up 
to meet them, until in a few minotes 
We were surrounded by these hunge pil- 
lars, so that in one direction the heay- 
ens appeared to be supported upon 
these watery columns. A more remark- 
able sight cannot be imagined, and 
when they began to move we gave our- 
selves up for lost, ns two appeared to be 
bearing down upon us. 

As good luck would have it, they 
scemed to bring a breeze, and we were 
able to got under way, and, fortunately, 
escaped. The two giants came careering 
down upon us—a spectacle to demoral-

feet away, rushing on with a noise 
like that of a steam engine. I could dis- 
tinctly sce the terrific twisting and 
whirling motion of the water, ‘and for a 
large area about ii there was what ap- 
peared to be a heavy rain. 

The spouts began to move as soon as 
they were complete, and very soon as- 
sumed the bend or bow shape that char- 
acterizes them, and went sailing away. 
These giants were so tall that I could 


My, companion said a mile high, and 
they cartainly looked it; but they ware 
under 1,000 feet. 

_ My nearest approach to a waterspout 
cecurred later, and dissipated some of 
the theories I had concerning them. Ono 
was that a spout was broken wha 
touched or interfered with in any way, 
yet I saw this water giant cross an is 
land. 

I was lying in the sands near our 
camp one day when a lofty spout came 
into view from the south. It was head- 
ing directly for us, Dut we felt perfectly 
safe, as there was a large reef and long 
canal key between us. On came the col- 


umn, passing tho reef in safety, a grand : 


spectzele, and every one in the island 


was seen watching it as it moved rap- | 


idly up the lagoon, its upper portions 
apparently lost in the clouds. If it had 
continued it would hove passed between 
the two islands, and so reached the open 
sea, but for somo reason its course was 
changed, and ina few moments it struck 
the island at an angle. Wo fully expect- 
ed to see the whole mass drop, but it 
kept plowing up the sand, and soon 
struck a good sized schooner that had 
been hauled on the beach, whirling it 
about end for end like a feather.

Francis Bridgesaid, ‘The flesh 
is as ortritious and in flavor as good ag 
| that of the bovine, and I see no good

reason to interdict its nse as human 
food.” W. L. Zuill declared that he 
would eat it in preference to pork... It 


is ‘‘more juicy and of better flavor than” 


| ox flesh,” he said. 8. J. J. Hargar, 
who had once eaten a mule tenderloin, 
| found it inferior in fiber and taste to 
beef. 
| E M. Michiner thought that 
flesh was not injurious to “human 
` health,” and he pointed ont that nel- 
' ther tuberculosis, actinomyoosis or tri-. 
china was found in the horse, the ex- 
ception being noted that rare cases of 
tuberculosis had been recorded. John 
W. Gadsden believed that the flesh of 
young horses properly cooked was good 
for man, and he thought that if horses 
got much cheaper ‘‘there would be a 
great temptation to try it.’ Samuel Q 
Weber said: “The flesh of the horse 
ecems to remain tender with age and 
has a more pungent’ savor than that of 
other animals From these superior 
_ qualities it may readily be seen why it 
should be more digestible than other 
meat, which often comes from animals 
which.are prematurely as well as eï- 
' cessively fattened. In Europe, where 
| Faw meat is prescribed by physicians, 2 
is generally that of the horse.

A MAN'S BEST IDEAS. 


An Old Student Says They Come Inte the 
Mind Unexpectedly. 

Professor von Helmholtz, the great 
German scientist of imperishablo fame, 
not long before his death gave an inter- 
esting review of his life work on the oc- 
casion of the celebration of his soven- 
tieth birthday, in which, amoug other 
things, he reveals some instructive fea- 
tures of his habits of study and the proc- 
ess by which he won his ideas as well 
as the time and mannecrin which it was 
his wont to commit the latter to paper: 
“As it bas frequently been my lot to 
have to await in uncertainty the arrival 
of appropriate thoughts and conceptions, 
which then would break suddenly and 
unheralded upon me, I have just gaired 
some experience in the management of 
these capricious ideas. This may be of 
utility to other students of like phys- 
iological temperament. 

“The best ideas have often stolen si- 
lently into the current of my thoughts 
while the latter were not employed in 
seeking them. I knaw not by what proc- 
ess of unconscious cerebration they were 
evolved. Ionly knew that they were 
there. Nor could I at first fully csti- 
mate the impurtance of such unexpect- 
ed but welcome visitors, 

“These ideas never introduced them- 
selves when my brain was tired and al- 
most never at my writing table I had 
first to turn my problem in all direc- 
tions and envisage it from every side, 
and thereafter to consign it to my invol- 
untary thoughts without even prema- 
turely attempting to solve it within my- 
elf or committing my reflections to 
writing. Long and patient preliminary 
investigation was the anconditional pro- 
requisite to success. 

“No mattor how urgent the necessity 
for action, I must always give my brain 
its time to relax from fatigue or strain 
and await the recurrence of a feeling of 
both physical and mental well being 
and contentment before writing for pub- 
lication. My most valuablo ideas have 
presented themselves in the morning on 
my awakening from a refreshing sleep, 
but the favorite period for them has 
been while I was seeking rolaxation by 
roaming slowly over picturesquo hills 
or through wooded parks in the bright 
sunlight.

Electric Light Test. 
The public is becoming quite Row 
ing in many branches of electric knowl- 
edge, and in none more than in the de- 
termination, with greater or less accu- 
racy, of the efficiency of the electric light. 
At ons time s central station had no 
great difficulty in foisting upon its cus- 
tomers as a 16 candle power a light that 
the ordinary gas jet would be an im- 
provement upon. Now, however, people 
are more critical, and they have a very 
shrewd ides as to whether they are get- 
ting as much light as they are paying 
for. If they have any doubt on, the sub- 
ject, it can be easily set at rest. -` 
The latest method of measuring illn- 
mination is based upon the principle 
that the illumination, falling, say, on a 
printed page, must have a definite value 
in order to render the printed characters 
just legible, and that the intensity of il- 
lumination so required will, for a nor- 
mal eye, depend upon the size and char- 
acter of the print. A small printed tab- 
let is placed in a darkened box and ex- 
posed to illumination from a translucent 
plate of glass or porcelain, which re- 
ceives directly on its surface the light 
whose intensity is to be measured The 
area of the translucent plate is then 
varied until the amount of light received 
by the test characters just renders them 
visible. A scale is provided by reference 
to which the exact degree of candle pow- 
er of the illumination is determined.—

‘ATDED WILKES BOOTH 
ot 

THOMAS JONES, THE MAN WHO 

' SHIELDED LINCOLN’S MURDERER. 


Kept Him In Hiding Biz Days and Helped 
' Him to Reach Virginla—The Reward of 

$300,000 Offered’ by the Governrient 
, Had Not the Power to Move Him, 


; There died in Charles county, Md., 
not long ago Thomas A. Jones, at the 
age of 74. Jones held a position in the 
Washfngton navy yard, but was dis- 
missed through the infinence of Con- 
grossman Mudd of Maryland, who had 
informed the secretary of the navy that 
Jones had played a prominent part in 
the escape of John Wilkes Booth, the 
assassin of President Lincoln. 

“It’s quite true,” admitted Jones at 
the time of his dismissal *‘John Wilkes 
Booth, with a broken ankle, sick and 
suffering the tortures of the damned, 
was placed in my hands to be spirited 
across thé river, and the $800,000 re- 
ward, or even $3,000,000, would not 
have caused me to turn traitor to the 
southern Confederacy, the people I 
loved, and surrender a man whose life 
was in my keeping, even if I did know 
be had assassinated President Lincoln.”’ 

Janes afterward told how Booth came 
into his hands. ‘‘It was on the morning 
of the 16th of April,’’ he said, ‘“‘when 
friends of Samuel Cox came to my 
lhonse on Huckleberry farm, Maryland, 
and icld me that Cox wanted to see me 
at once. I had heard the evening before 
that Linooln had been killed. I hada 
horse saddled und rode over to Cox's, 
who told me that Booth and David 
Herold had been there and wanted as- 
sistance to get across the river. I was 
told where the men were—in a pine 
thicket about a mile and a half from 
the house. 

“I was given instructions how to 
reach them without being shot—certain 
signs by whistling, etc. Upon reaching 
the dense pines I met Herold, to whom 
I explained that I was sent by Cox. I 
was then piloted to where Booth was 
He lay on the ground wrapped in a pile 
of blankets, and his face bore traces of 

Booth asked many questions as to 


what people thought of the assassina- 


tion. He appeared to be proud of what 
he had done. I at the time thonght he 
bad done a good act, but, great God, I 
soon saw that it was the worst blow 
ever struck for the south! 

“I did the best Iconld for the poor 
fellow. I carried him papers toread and 
something to eat and tried to keep him 
in good spirits until I got achance te 
send him across the river. The country 
was full of eoldiers and detectives, and I 
did not know how soon | could get him 
away. 


“Ï think it was the following Tuesday 
l went up to Port Tobacco to see how 
the land lay, and it was there, in the 
barroom of Brawner's hotel, that Cap- 
tain William Williams, chief of the 
United States secret service, said he 
would give $300,000 to any man who 
would tell where Booth was.”’ 

“That's true,” admitted Captain 
Williams at the time of the above inter- 
view, ‘‘and he would have been General 
Jones instead of a discharged employes 
from the navy yard if he had given the 
information.” 

“I did the best I could fér Booth and 
Herold,’’ continued Jones. ‘I did not 
know them, but when Cox put them in 
my keeping nothing would have tempt- 
ed me to betray them. I could have 
placed my hands on Booth, but honor 
and trnth were worth more to me than 
the entire wealth of the government. 

“At the expiration of the sixth day I 
heard the officers give orders for the 
cavalry to go down in St. Mary’s coun- 
ty; that the assassins were there. That 
was my chance, and I made jgo0d time 
to where Booth and Herold; were con- 
cealed. Booth was glad to know that his 
time to get into Virginia had come. 

“The night was dark, and Herold and 
I lifted Booth on tomy horse. Our prog- 
ress was slow. Wo finally reached my 
house, and I went in to get them fome- 
thing to eat. We then proceeded to the 
river. Booth was lifted into the boat 
and was placed in the stern, while Her- 
old took the oars. I then lighted a can- 
dle and showed Booth by his compass 
how to steer to get into Machodoo creek 
and gave him directions tv Mrs. Quesen- 
berry’s, who, I thought, would take 
care of him. That was the last I saw of 
Booth. 

“When notices were posted up that 
to furnish bread or water to Booth 
meant death,” went on Jones, ‘‘I felt 
pretty shaky. Iknew that Booth had 
hit the Virginia shore. I was arrested 
and taken to Washington, where I was 
held for seven weeks. ¢Then I was dis- 
charged becanse nobody believed I knew 
anything. ”—New York World. 


Seat of the Thunder God, 

“Trembling monntain,™” a massive 
pile of peculiarly arranged rocks lying 
on Roguo river, almost directly north 
of Montreal, was know« to the Indians 
by a combination of words signifying 
“seat of the under god. ‘‘Aoccording 
to théir traditions, the thunder god for- 
merly used a broad and deep indentation 
on its summit as a seat, and that there- 
in he would sit for three days in spring. 
seven in summer, five in autumn and 
two in winter. They also believed that 
during the time -he was present great 
chasms would open in the side of the 
mountain, from which fire would stream 
for hours without ceasing. Nothing is 
known ooncerning the early history of 
the mountain, But it is thought that 
the legend refers to old time volcanic 
action, an opinion strengthened by its 
geographical name of ‘Trembling 
mountain.’’—St. Louis Republic

i In order to better understand the role 
placed by cirrus clouds as rain indica- 
tors, we must first discuss the canses of 


ings, os they appear in our daily papers 
from the report af our ‘‘Weather Bu- 
reau, shows that areas of high or low 
air pressure are constantly, passing over 
the earth’asurface in irregular suçoes- 
sion. The areas of high atmospherio 

barometric maxima, me- 
teorologically expressed—stay longer in 
one locality than the areas of low pres- 
sure — tho depression or barometrical 
minima. These last are more or less de- 
fined currents of sir, which circle in 
the form of wind around the region of 
the lowest atmospheric pressure, moy- 
ing always from north to west or from 
sonth to east—the reverse of the hands 
ofa clock, It must not be imagined, 
however, that the air simply moves 
around this ares of depression, but rather 
that it is constantly being drawn into 
its center and is carried upward in great 
whirls or spirals. As the air rises, it ex- 
panda and becomes colder. vapors it 
contains condense into clouds and final- 
ly are transformed into rain. The cen- 
ter of the barometrical depression is 
therefore marked by clondy, rainy 
weather. The wind which encircles the 
depression becomes mors active as the 
difference of the atmospheric pressure 


-becomes more marked, or, in other 
“words, as the barometer falls. 


In brief, therefore, baromotrical de- 
pressions are caused by hoge ascending 
spirals, or whirls of air, which aro car- 
ried upward to extreme heights, and 
from there are wafted in any direction. 
In these heights the bumidity of the at- 
mosphere is frozen and is wafted away 
in closed forms which are composed of 
ice crystals. These are none otber than 
cirrns clouds, and they may float sev- 
eral bundred miles from tho seat of the 
depression. It will now be seen why 
cirrus clouds may be justly regarded as 
forerunners of rain, even when they 
make their appearance in clear weather, 
They tell with absolute certainty of an 
approaching atmospheric depression, 
and tbis is substantiated by a gradual 
falling of the barometer soon after they 
make their appearance.—Home and 
Country. 


THE WILDEST LAND. 


Oregon Has the Honor of Having the 
Roughest Tract Known to Man, 

Assistant Chief Goode of the United 
States geological survey, who visited 
Oregon last summer, says that the wild- 
est region of the entire United States is 
an area of 1,000 square miles lying in 
the mountains between Roseburg and 
Coquille in Douglas and Coos counties. 

He describes itas n mysterious uns 
covered country, in which roams untils- 
turbed wild game, and whose brooks 
and riyors are filled with wild fowl. It 
is nearly all covered with a dense 
growth of pine, fir, hemlock and other 
treos. Many of the trees are of enor- 
mons sizo and stand so closely that it is 
difficult for men to make their way be- 
tween them. Where the trees are not so 
thick the heavy growth of bushes of va- 
rious kinds takes their place. 

It is a country that is filled with all 
kinds of wild gamo, including, as re- 
ported to him, elk, different kinds of 
bear, mountain lions, deer and other 
animals, including lynx and others, 
There are also the varied kinds of fowl. 
The streams all have an abundance of, 
trout and other kinds of fish. He pene- 
trated into the wilds a dozen miles and 
saw things that filled him with wonder 
at the vastness of the forest, and that 
any one should attempt to live in it.— 
Northwest Magazine.

Cold Weather Suggestions. 

As cold weather approaches women 
try toderise means for preventing hands 
end lips from chapping.

4. Perilous Trip That the Stanch Little 
Craft Successfully Performed. 

Everybody who has visited Niagara 
falls has heard of the Mald of the Mist. 

She was 
built in 1854 for navigation between the 
American and Canadian shores of the 
Niagara just below Niagara falls. She 
was 73 feet long, with 17 feet breadth 
of beam and 8 feet depth of hold, 
and she carried an engine of 100 horse- 
power.

When a third of the way down, 
she was struck by a jet of water which 
carried away her smokestack and keelec 
her over. But she speedily righted, and

NICKEL STEEL. 


Its Extended Use Will Prove a Source of 
Profit to Canada. 
| “When nickel steel comes into gen- 
| eral use for the construction of vessels, 
as it undoubtedly-will,”’ said a Cana- 
| dian gentleman at the Great Northern 
| the other day, ‘‘Canada will, in a sense, 
| control the shipbuilding industry, be- 
| cause, so far as is at present known, 
there is yery little nickel outside of the 
Dominion, while we have nickel bear- 
ing pyrites practically withoyt limit. 
That whole yast stretch of territory 
reaching from Lake Superior to Labra- 
dor is rich in it and will produce hun- 
dreds of thousands of tons of it annual- 
ly for an unlimited period whenever the 
demand requires it, 

“*How will this control the shipbuild- 
ing industry? Why, in this way: It has 
been demonstrated by conclusive tests at 
your proving grounds at Sandy Hook 
and elsewhere that steel mixed witb, say, 
5 percent of nickel is double the strength 
of ordinary steel. In the construction of 
men-of-war the advantage is obvious, 
and in building merchant vessels the 
benefit to be derived from the use of 
nickel steel is equally plain, as it will 
enable them to be built much lighter 
than they are gow, which means less 
coal and less engine power with an equal 
amount of security and equal amount of 
speed. It will only be afew years when 
a wooden vessel in the port of Chicago 
will be something of a novelty and the 
new vessels will before very long, for 
the reasons indicated, be made of nickel 
steel, and this will be the only metal in 
demand fer the purpose at your great 
shipbuilding yards in Cleveland, De- 


| troit, South Chicago and other points. 


“Another adyantage which steel hav- 
| ing nickel in its composition possesses 
over ordinary steel is that it will not 
corrode and that barnacles cannot get a 
foothold on it, so that nickel steel ships’ 
bottom will never reqnire to be scraped. ”’ 
—Chicago Times-Herald. 


A New Race of Noses Perpetual,

that is to say, they bear their flowers in 
trusses.

natural cross (croisement naturel), ob- 
seryed in the Lyons gardens, between 
the flowers of tho first specimens of 
Polyantha introduced from Japan and 
some hybrid perpetual roses. By repeat- 
ed and careful selections, a new race of 
roses has been produced which, like an- 
nuals, germinate, flower and produce 
The term 
“dwarf” is justified by the height, which 


| inadult plants is only about 20 inches. 
| The flowers are single, semidouble or 


double, in almost equal proportion, and 
present almost all the variations of color 
observed in cultivated roses. Flowering 
commences in the first year, and even 
a few months after“sowing.

In the Olden Times ako ERE EN 
First Owners of America* Were the 
Mothers of a Courageous Race, and They 
Never Looked Into a Mirror. 


An unfamiliar word, but as old as the 
hills almost, is this word Maya Among 
the Brahmans it means illusion and is 
the namé of the earth, the material 
world, which, according to the Brah- 
manical doctrine, is nonexistent —an 
illusion. Maya Devi was the name of 
the beautiful mother of Buddha Maya 
in the feminine energy of Brahma and 
the mother of all the gods, even of 
Brahma himself. Any Greek dictionary 
informs us that Maya is the good moth- 
er of all gods and men. In Japan the 
goddess Maya is still worshiped. The 
beantifal.Indian poem “Ramayana” 
tells us about a great navigator named 
Maya, who in ages long gone by took 
forcible possession of the countries at 
the south of the Hindoostanee peninsula 
and settled there. 

The Maya people of America were in 
olden times a great nation, occupying 
the territory comprised between the isth- 
mus of Tehuantepec and that of Da- 
rien. We know that they were naviga- 
tors, their boats being depicted in very 
ancient books and paintings. In 16502, 
when Columbus came to America for 
the fourth time, he met on the high 
seas a large boat, in which were men, 
women and children. It also had a car- 
goof merchandise, consisting of weap- 
ons, tools, products of the earth and 
ready made garments. The travelers 
called themselyes Mayas. They were in 
the habit of traveling toCuba and other 
islands to trade with their inhabitants. 
The Mayas were neatly clothed in white 
cotton raiment. They were self possessed 
and courteous. Fifteen years later their 
land, today called Yucatan, was invad- 
ed by the Spaniards, but it cost the 
white men: 25 years of warfare to get 
control of that country, for every Maya 
fonght like a hero. They were sons of 
fearless mothers. 

In reading the works left by the 
Spanish chroniclers—priests who ac- 
companied the soldiers—we learn that 
the Maya women were very good look- 
ing, as many are at the present day; 
that they were charitable, sweet tem- 
pered, industrious, modest and so free 
from vanity that they never consulte 
the mirror, althongh their husbands 
did. In physiqne these women were 
large and beautifully shaped. 

Their complexion was a light brown, 
and their silky black hair very abun- 
dant. Father Cogolludo, a Spanish priest, 
wrote, ‘‘These wormen are more beauti- 
ful and better tempered than those of 
Spain." They always dressed them- 
selves, as they do at the present time, 
in flowing white garments, and in.their 
happier days were greatly addicted to 
the use of perfumes and flowers. They 
were industrious, devoted wives and 
fond mothers, but exacted great defer- 
ence from their children. Their ideas of 
modesty were so strict that they did not 
permit their danghters to look boldly 
into the face of a man, and if s girl 
showed a want of shyness the indignant 
matron would pinch her arms. After 
the Spaniards were in possession of the 
land they subjected these women to in- 
dignities aud cruelty. Among many 
other things it is recorded that in one 
villago they found two young women of 
remarkable beauty, onea bride, the oth- 
er a maiden, and they hanged both, so 
that there should be no trouble about 
them. Many young mothers were hung 

from trees and their infants suspended 
from their feet. Those who escaped 
death were enslaved with their hus- 
bands and children. 

Long ago, as far back as onr studies 
enable us to know anything abont that 
nation, the Mays women seem to have 
enjoyed the same privileges as the men, 
to haye had equal power in politics and 
equal authority. =

bat because he looks up to her, relying 
on her judgment.

A QUEER ANIMAL. 


The Australian Duckbill Carries a Sting 
In One Leg. 

Australia certainly holds the palm 
for queer and uncouth animals. Chief 
awong these is the duckbill, or ornitho- 
rhynchus, which Sidney Smith described 
as *‘a kind of mole with webbed feet 
and the bill of a duck, which agitated 
Sir Joseph Banks and rendered him 
miserable from his utter inability to 
decide whether it was a bird or a beast."’ 
It was only recently that it was proved 
beyond a doubt that this curious animal 
lays eggs like a bird, though this had 
long been reported by travelers. Now 
comes the news that it has a sting on 
its hind leg, capable of killing by its 
poisonous effects. We quote from The 
Lancet: 

“For a long time it was considered to 
be quite harmless and destitute of any 
weapon of offense, although the hind 
legs of the-males were armed with a 
powerful ‘spur, apparently connected 
with a gland. Then the opinion was ad- 
vanced that this might be a weapon al- 
lied to the poisonous armory of snakes, 
scorpions and bees, all of which possess 
a sort of hypodermic poison syringe. 
Though one set of observera asserted 
that this was the case, another set denied 
it, and so Dr. Stuart determined, if pos- 
sible, to solve this question. ‘He received 
two independent accounts, which coin- 
cided perfectly, and from them ho con- 
cludes that at certain seasons, at all 
eveuts, the secretion is virulently poi- 
sonous. The mode of attack is not by 
scratching, but by lateral inward move- 
ments of the hind legs. Two cases are 
reported in dogs. One dog was ‘stung’ 
three times, the symptoms much resem- 
bling those from bee or hornet poison. 


The dog was evidently in great pain and f 


very drowsy, but there were no tremors, 
convulsions or staggering. It is worthy 
of note that a certain immunity seems 
obtainable, for the dog suffered less on 
the second occasion and still less on the 
third. Two cases of men being wounded 
are reported, in both of which the ani- 
mals were irritated, ove by being shot 
and handled, the other by being handled 
only; tho ptoms were the same as 
in the dog. No deaths are reported in 
huinan beings, but four in dogs.’’—Lit- 
erary Digest.

CHEESE BOX MAKING. | 


AN EXTENSIVE INDUSTRY OF WHICH. 
LITTLE IS KNOWN. 


Half a Million Dollars’ Worth of Cascs 
Turned Out Yearly by Expensive Ma- 
chinery—How the Logs Are Cooked and 
Then Cut Into Unbroken Sheets. 


An idea of the magnitade of. the 
cheese industry in this country is given 
by the fact that the boxes in which the 
cheese is shipped represent acost of 
nearly $500,000 annually. It is not 
many years since cheese was shipped in 
any kind of barrel or box which would 
hold from one to half a dozen good sized 
forms, packed in straw to keep them 
from being bruised or broken in the 
handling. It was only factory made 
cheese that received such protection, 
while dairy cheese was sent to market 
destitute of any covering other than its 
own roughly bandaged rind, which in 
most cases proved inyulnerable. Com- 


petition among manufacturers has, 


changed all this, and at present the 
manufacture of boxes gives employment 
to a large number of hands and necessi- 
tates the use of powerful and expensive 
machinery. 

It was customary in the early days of 
the business tosaw the hoops, as the 
large body of the box is called, out of 
the log in planks abont one-fifth of an 
inch in thickness. The waste of materi- 
al was a most serions objection: to this 
plan, fully 50 per cent of the timber 
going in sawdust. The invention of the 
rotary cutting machine has prevented 
this waste and at the same time pro- 
duced a better hoop than the sawed arti- 
cle. Thechief timber used in making 
cheesebox hoops is the common swamp 
elm. No other timber seems to possess 
the same qualities of lightness, tough- 
ness and elasticity so requisite for 
cheeseboxes as this once despised prod- 
uct of American forests. The logs, aft- 
er being cut in the proper lengths, gen- 
erally 5 feet for an ordinary cheese- 
box of 154g or 16 inches diameter, are 
thrown into long yats filled with water, 
where they are boiled from 12 to 20 
hours. The time required to soften the 
timber, or cook it, as the operation is 
called, varies according to the size of 
the timber and the season. Large. logs 
require to be cooked longer than small 
ones, particularly when the logs are 
| frozen. It is not uncommon fo find the 
center of a log still frozen after 15 hours 
of boiling. 

Experience is the best guide in this 
part of the business, and to know when 
the timber is thoroughly cooked and not 
overdone is one of the things acquired 
only by constant observation. When 
sufficiently boiled the logs are lifted in 
| iron grapples from the vats and laid on 

skids, where the bark is removed. Then 

a log is lifted by a crane and swung in- 

to place in the machine, where it is held 

in a horizontal position by chucks or 
dogs that center it at each end. 

In this position the fog revolves like 

a roll of paper in a printing press. The 

knife which does the cutting is yery 

| heavy and is bolted to a heavy head 

called a carriage, Which is fed forward 


by screws toward the revolving log. In, 


| the most approved machines the knife 
bas an end or oscillating as well asa 
forward motion. This reduces the strain 

| on the machine and permits the cutting 
of soft, unsound and shaky hearted logs. 
As the knife comes in contact with the 

| timber, the inequalities of the log are 

| first shorn off and gradually the log be- 
comes perfectly round and yields an un- 

| broken sheet of lumber, like the unwind- 

| ing of aroll of cloth. This sheet of 
wood is broken off in convenient 
lengths, which are passed under divid- 
ing knives that cut them into uniform 
widths corresponding with the required 
depth of the box. 

If the boxes are to be made up at once 
the hoops are bent around iron cylinders 
to give them the form of the box, after 
which the bottom is pressed in and 
nailed in place. Comparatively few 
boxes are put together-in the larger 
mills. In most cases the product is dried 
and shipped to the cheese mannfactur- 
ing centers, where the boxes are com- 
pleted. The boxes in the finished state 
are too bulky for economical handling. 
An ordinary freight car will. not con- 
tain more than 500 complete boxes, 
while 5,000 can be carried if shipped in 
the bale. 

The remnants which are not wide 
enough for hoops are used for the cover 
band and for the narrow band that goes 
around the bottom of the box. The box- 
es vary in size both as regards depth 
and diameter. The most common size 
will hold a cheese of from 60 to 65 
pounds. Such a box is 10 inches deep 
and 151g inches in diameter. This is 
the size of cheese most in demand for 
export: The size for home consumption 
is as a rule much smaller and requires 
a box from 6 to6 inches deep, but of the 
same diameter as the other. 

Various kinds of timber aro used to 
form the heads of the box, but elm is 
the accepted material for the hoops. 
Owing to peculiarities of the soil, the 
timber in somo localities is inclinéd to 
be shaky, the checks or shakes running 
around the log and following the grain 
of the timber. Such timber was useless 
when the hoops were sawed, but in the 
rotary process much of it can be turned 
to good account. The bulk of the elm 
timber used in this business is brought 
in from Canada. 

The western peninsula of Ontario ly- 
ing north of Lake Erie contained one of 
the largest tracts of elm timber on the 
continent. It has been greatly depleted in 
recent years. Logs are taken out in win- 
ter when the swamps are frozen and are 
skidded near the railways or on the lake 
shore. Tho bulk of them are taken to 
the mills by water in tow of powerfal 
steam tugs —New York San.

THE SICKROOM NURSE. 


Her Daties, Her Authority and Her Pow- 
ers For Evil or Good. 

No person bas greater power for evil 
or for good than has the nurse in the 
sickroom.. Her actual authority is sec-"_ 
ond to that of the physician, but her op- 
portunities for exercising it are almost 
unlimited. If a physician in a country 
town wishes to secure a trained nurse, 
he should telegraph or write to the 
nurses’ directory, to some hospital or 
physician whom he knows, in the near- 
est adjacent city, stating for what sort 
of acaso ho will require a nurse, what 
he will pay and when he will require 
her. Such a message should secure for 
him almost immediately whatever serv- 
ice he requires. 

The traits of character which make 
the ideal nurse are patience, obedience, 
tact and good sense and temper. The 
nurse's costume should consist of a cam- 
bric or seersucker gown, with white 
cap, cuffs and apron. Woolen gowns 
should never be permitted in a sickroom. 
Her authority is absolute after the phy- 
sician’s. -Sho must obey his instructions 
to the letter, even if thoy are against 
her judgment. She has no discretion in 
the matter. 

But.the patient and the patient’s fam- 
ily must obey her. She must never be 
allowed to disobey the physician's or- 
ders, and the first symptom of any such 
behavior should be reported immediate- 
ly to the physician. All his instructions 
with reference to treatment, diet and 
care should be followed faithfully. The 
fact that her patient is a man should 
make no difference in her_ behavior in 
the sickroom. He is a patient, nota 
man, and she a nurse, not a woman. 
Whenever a nurse disobeys a physician's 
orders or behaves in any manner which 
renders. her dismissal adyisable, tho 
family or the patient should request the 
doctor to discharge her at once and to 
supply her substitute. A word from him 
is sufficient to insure her departure.— 
Ladies’ Home Journal. 


Private Electric Motors. 

A well known electrical authority has 
pointed ont that it is now as easy and’ 
cheap to have an electric elevator ina 
private house as in a large office build- 
ing. Stairs are literally a barbarism, to 
which women frequently owe ill health, 
and to which many delicate persons may 
attribute the deprivation of the full en- 
joyment of their homes. The cost of 
operating an electric elevator in, say, a 
five story house, making 50 or 60 trips 
every day, will not exceed $3 or $4 per * 
month. The devices for operating these 
elevators haye been so improved that an 
invalid. or a child can manage them: 
The old lever arrangement can be dis- 
pensed with, and the elevator ascends or 
descends on the pressure of a button. It

Remarkable Wage-Increases. 

The New York Herald of Thursday 
says:—The increase of wages goes brave- 
ly on. 

Yesterday's dispatches étate that the 
operatives iu a large worsted mill at 
Fitchburg, Mass.. bave been notified of. 
an advance in their wages on July 29. 
A cotton factory at Lowell, Mass., also 
announces an increase of 10 per cent. An 
iron and steel mill at Pottstown Pa., will 
raise wages 20 8-20 per cent on August 1, 
and another Pennsylvania iron company 
will then adyance wages at .0 per cent. 
One of our contemporaries reported the 
other day that wages in 40 woolen mills 
have recently been increased—a sure in- 
dication of the immense benefit “free 
wool” has already conferred on manu- 
facturers of woolen godds. 

These increases coming without resort 
to strikes, mark a new and phenomenal 
epoch in the history of American manu- 
facturers. Republican prophecies of 
disaster to wage-earners and manufac- 
turers, as the result cf the Wilson low 
tariff, passed last August, have most 
dismally Jailed. The remarkable reviv- 
al of American industries under the

FLOOD OF THE NILE. 
THE GREATEST EVENT OF ALL THE 
YEAR AT CAIRO. 


Impreasive Ceremonies at the Cutting of 
the Bank to Allow the Water to Flow 
Isto the Cansl—The Ancient Nilometer 
on the Island of Roda. > 


The tourist who only comes to Egypt to 
ehun ‘‘winter and foul weather’ knows 
nothing of the majestic glories of the 
Nile flood. The ancient Nilometer at 
the south end of the island of Roda, just 
above Cairo, is one of the most interest- 
ing sights of the place. The water cn- 
ters from the river by aculyert iutoa 
well about 18 fect square, with a gradu- 


'| ated stone pillar in the center. On cach 


side of the well is a recess about 6 feet 
wide and 3 feet deep, surmounted by a 
pointed arch, over which is carved in 
relief a Knfic inscription, and a similar 
inscription is carried all aréund the 
well, consisting of verses of the Koran. 
A staircase goes down the well, from 
the steps of which the initiated may 
read the beight of the water on the pil- 
lar, but they are few in number, and the 
hereditary sheikh of the Nilometer, 
whose duty it is to keep the record, is 
a person of some importance. The Nil- 
ometer dates from A. D. 861, and I bo- 
lieve in« the archives of Cairo may bs 
found the daily record for 1,000 years. 

I need hardly tell you that when our 
English engineers took the river in hand 
we established a number of gauges at 
Wadi-Halia, Assuan, Cairo and many 
other points on more scientific principles 
than the venerable Nilometer of the 
Roda island. 

After the river has begun to rise its 
height is daily chanted throngh the 
Cairo streets until it reaches 16 cubits 
on the gauge At this point the Khalig¢ 
el Masri, the oldcanal that flows through 
the heart of Cairo, is cpened—np to this 
point it is dry, and full or empty it is 
little more than a sanitary abomination 
at present, but in former days it occu- 
pied au important place, and when the 
Nile water was high enough to flow 
down its bed it was looked on that the 
flood had fairly set in, and that the kind- 
ly fruits of the earth might be duly ex- 
pected. 

The head of this canal is on the right 
bank of the river, just sonth of Cairo. 
The water enters a channel some 30 fect 
wide, with a high wall on its left and a 
sloping bank on its right or southern 
flank The water then flows under the 
pointed arch of an old stone bridge. The 
bed of the canal is cleared so that it 
wonld flow in at a gange of abont 14!¢ 
cubits, but an earthen bank is thrown 
across it about four feet higher. 

There is no mors interesting ceremony 
in Egypt than the|annual cutting of the 
khalig, as the opening ceremony is 
called. It takes place between Aug. 5 
and 15. Days before preparations are 
made for the festival Tents with innu- 
merable lamps are placed along the wall 
on the one side. Frames for all manner 
of fireworks are erected on the sand bank 
on the other side. All the notables are 
there in full uniform or in canonicals 
The khedive himself or his representa- 
tive, the Sheikh ul Islam, the highest 
dignitary of the Mohammedan faith; 
the Sheikh el Bekri, the Sheikh el Sadat, 
all the learned scribes of the great uni- 
versity of the Azhar, the cabinet minis- 
ters and under secretaries, the sirder of 
the army und his staff, the judges and 
the financiers. 

The Egyptian troops are turned out, 
salutes are fired, and about 8 o'clock in 
the warm summer night the classes all 
assemble under the gayly lighted tents, 
the masses crowd round the frames for 
the fireworks, the street is lined with 
harem carriages full of closely veiled 
figures, though it is not much that they 
can see from their bronghams. Ont in 
theriver just opposite the canal’s month 
is moored an old hulk of a certain sea- 
going outline, which has been towed up 
from Bulak during the day and is an 
emblem of the time when the great re- 
public of Venice sent an envoy to wit- 
ness the ceremony. - This boat is full of 
lamps, and fireworks too. As the night 
deepens the excitement increases. The 
populace on the bridge and opposite 
bank are shouting, yelling and dancing 
wildly round the fireworks. 

On the other side are the gay uniforms 
and lighted tents, from which we can 
look over the wall down on the dark wa- 
ter, where you see brown figures plung- 
ing in and, waist deep, digging with 
their hoes at the embankment that 
blocks the canal’s month. Long before 
midnight the fireworks haye gone out 
and left the splendid stars to themselves; 
the grandees have all gone to bed, but 
the people keep up the revelry, and in 
the morning, by 7:30, every one has 
come back. Then but little of the bank 
is left uncut, and a few more strokes of 
the big hoes will do it, and the brown 
skins and brown water reflect the bright 
sunlight from above. Then the Sheik bul 
Islam solemuly thanks the Almighty, 
Allah the all powerful, the all merciful. 
He implores his blessing on the flood, 
and at a signal the bank is cnt, the wa- 
ters rush in, and with them a crowd of 
swimmers. A bag of silver piasters is 
scattered among them, and the ceremony 
is at an end.—Nature.

In Bos- 
ton Thompson's Spa, the greatest soda 
resort at the Hub, easily clears for its 
owner $50,000 a year. Thero are in the 
United States 100,000 fonntains in op- 
eration, and manufacturers are getting 
more orders now'than they ever got be- 
fore.— Washington Post.

A Means of Disinfecting Wells. 


Heavy rains are apt to contaminate 
wells and spread disease; hence Dr.

It consists in suspending 
in the mouth of the well an earthenware 
dish containing 50 to 100 grams (a 
gram is about 15 grains) of bromine, 
which, being volatile in air, forms a 
dense yapor,that fills the well, and is 
absorbed by the water, thus disinfecting 
it. The water, it is trne, has s slight 
taste of bromine fora time, but is whole- 
some enough. —London Globe.

ALASKA’S BIG BEARS. |- 


GOOD FISHERMEN, ROADMAKERS AND. 
FIERCE FIGHTERS. 


Whst Hunters Who Have Met the Grizzly 
Have to Say of His Alaska Cousin—They 
De Not Fear Man and Will Fight While 
Mortally Wounded. 


A traveler who recently returned from 
Alaska says: ‘‘The Alaskan brown bear 
is a huge, shaggy animal, varying in 
length from 6 to 12 feet and weighing 
from 800 to 1,500 pounds. I found him 
to be an expert fisher, and during the 
salmon season he frequents all the rivers 
emptying into the Bering sea and the 
north Pacific and their tributaries as far 
as the fish go. After the salmon run is 
over the animal retreats into the recesses 
of the hills, where berries and small 
gamb are plentiful Among other things 
he does besides fishing and occasionally 
chewing up a hunter, he is a great road- 
maker for this partof Alaska. Nor only 
are the banks of the streams trodden into 
good trails by these hnge Inmberinz 
beasts, but the swampy plains are cross- 
ed in every direction by paths leading to 
the hills. The traveler will do well to 
follow them in journeying across the 
country, a8 they invariably lead to tha 
best feeding places along the stream and 
form the best routes to the hills. ™ 

A hunter who has spent some time 
there recently chasing brown bears 
writes several of his experiences to tho 
Seattle Telegraph. Í 

**My first encounter,” he says, ‘with 
one of these brown bears was a startling 
experience for me, and I have always 
thought equally so forthe bear. We had 
been working up against a strong cur- 
rent of the Koowak river all day, and 
toward nightfall pitched our tent at the 
base of a high bluff forming the right 
bank of the stream. While supper was 
being, prepared I climbed the bluff to 
get a look at the country and was walk- 
ing along with my gan carelessly held 
in my left hand. The top of the bluff 
was densely covered almost to the edge 
with spruce and alders, and the under- 
growth was so thick that it was impos- 
sible to seo more than a few feet through 
it. Ahead of me a cluster of rocks offer- 
eda temporary placo to sit down and 
enjoy the view, and I made for it. Just 
as I reached the nearest rock a tremen- 
dons shaggy animal arose apparently 
from under my feet, and I immediately 
recognized in him the brown bear of 
whose fierceness the natives had been 
telling me for weeks. My first instinct 
was toshoot, and I probably would haye 
done sò had my gun been in my right 
hand, but the first motion I made the 
bear reared on his haunches and was so 
formidable looking that I concluded to 
wait and seo what he intended doing. 
After a moment’s hesitation, during 
which he turned his head from side to 
side and licked his chops in a most sug- 
gestive fashion, he dropped on all fours, 
and with wonderful quickness turned 
and sprang out of sight in tho dense 
undergrowth. When I returned to camp 
and related my experience, Tah-tah-rok, 
my native guide, assured me that the 
bear must recently have concluded a 
heavy meal, or otherwise he would have 
attacked me. 

**Some officers from some of the ves- 
sels of the Bering sea fleet went ashore 
at Herendeen bay during the summer of 
1891 on a deer hunt, and one of the 
party saw a bear about 100 yards distant 
eating berries. Without thought of the 
consequences, he raised his gun and fired 
at the animal 

‘The shot went wide of the mark, bnt 
at the report of the gun the bear started 
for the hunter ona dead run. His charge 
was met with a shower of bullets from 
the officer’s repeater ; but, although bad- 
ly wonnded, tho infuriated animal did 
not hesitate an instant and rnshed 
straight at his enemy. When within 
about 10 feet of tho hunter, the bear 
rose on his haunches and prepared to 
close. Blood was pouring in streams 
down his body. Ono bullet had shattered 
his upper jaw, but ho was so full of fight 
that the final ontcome of the struggle 
wonld have been extremely doubtful had 
not another of the party arrived and 
ended «tho fight by shooting the brute 
through the brain. An examination of 
the bear’s body showed that he had been 
struck six times. Three of the shots 
were in parts of the body ordinarily con- 
sidered vital and would doubtless have 
caused death, but the vitality of these 
animals is almost incredible. Instances 


‘ are cited of their running over 100 yards 


after being shot throngh tho heart. 
“Last summer, whilo I was at Sand 
Point, two hunters came in, after an ab- 
sence of over a month in the vicinity of 
Portage bay, and reported having killed 
88 bears. One day they killed seven. In 
order to show that they were not spin- 
ning hunters’ yarns they bronght the 
skins with, them, and sold them at a 
trading post at Sand Point. During the 
summer of 1891 two prospectors were 
looking for coal lands near Port Moller, 
and about a mile from the shore they 
came upon an immense browu bear en- 
gaged in catching salmon in a small 
stream. One of the prospectors immedi- 
ately opened fire, and evidently wound- 
ed the brute badly, but he got ont of 
sight in tho thick brnsh. Being anxions 
"to secure tho skin the two men started 
to follow the wounded animal They 
had not gone a dozen steps before the 
enraged and wounded brute turned on 
them, and before either one conld fire a 
shot he seized one man by the" leg and 
bit it nearly off, and then sprang upon 
his companion and knocked him sense- 
less with tho blow of his terriblo paw. 
Baving, as he thought, finished his ene- 
mies, the bear quietly ambled off, and 
was subsequently found dead a few bun- 
dred yards from tho sceno of battle.’’

Forge and Furnace of the Futuro. 

The opinion is expressed by a writer 
in The Mechanical News that the forge 
and furnace of the future will consist of 
a lead lined glass or porcelain vase, or 
cupola, filled with cold acidified water, 
to which is connected a strong positive 
conductor,- the forge and outfit being 
rendered complete by a pair of tongs 
with insulated handles attached to a 
flexible negative conductor. According 
to this plan, the smith seizes the piece 
of iron which is tobe manipulated with 
the insulated tongs and plunges it into 
the sour water, which begins to boil 
and bubble the instant it comes in con- 
tact with the iron, the latter, in a re- 
markably short space of time, turning 
to a red and then to a white heat, ready 
for the work of the smith. So rapidly 
indeed is the heating done by this means 
that the water and the portion of tho 
iron not immersed in the water are but 
slightly warmed. The principle involv- 
ed in this process is of a simple and well 
known character—resistance produc- 
ing the light and heat—it being found 
that enormous heat can be preduced by 
such a method, much greater, in fact, 
than is necessary fo extract iron from 
the most refractory ores. It is remarked 
that the value of such a process will be 
especially exhibited in the more com- 
plete and rapid handling of heavy iron 
and steel plates and bars reqniring to 
be hammered and welded—more valua- 
ble still for tempering purposes, as tho 
necessary heat for the immersed portion 
can be so quickly obtained, while the 
remaining portion holds comparatively 
cool

The real inventor of the locomotive 

never realized a cent from his invention. 

| His name was Oliyer Evans. He was 
born in Delaware in 1756 and spent all 
his life perfecting inventions which 
Were destined to bring him nothing but 
more poverty, He was the original in- 
ventor of the high pressnre engino used 
in locometives, the only kind that could 
be employed to. advantage in this form 
of transportation, but realized nothing 
for his idea. 

His application af the notion to both 
land and water power was somewhat 
novel. 

In 1804 the municipality of Philadel- 
phia called for bids for the dredging of 
the river and the cleaning of tho docks. 
Evans put ina bid lower than any of 
his competitors, and when it was ac- 
cepted determined to bnild a steamboat 
to do the work. 

He fitted ont a seow with a steam en- 
gine, building both the engine and the 
scow in his own workshop. 

When tho boat was ready to ba launch- 
ed, Evans determined to give the peo- 
ple of Philadelphia an object lesson in 
mechanics, so he put the boaton wheels, 
fitted up- a push wheel bebind, set his 
engine to work and propelled the boat 
through the streets to the river in the 
midst of an open mouthed throng, nota 
few of whom had adim idea that he 
ought to be arrested for witchcraft, 

When the boat reached the bank of 
the river, the wheels and axles were tak- 
en off, the craft was launched, fitted 
out with other wheels and mads to do 
the work’of dredging the harbor. 

So far as the invention of mechanical 
devices went, Evans had a splendid

Single Tax Iu Delaware. 

Wilmington, Del., July 21.—The adyo- 
cates of single tax haye opened a yigor- 
ous campaign in this state. In every town 
and village on the peninsula they are 
holding weekly meetingsand distributing 
literature explanatory of their theory. 

The single taxera have announced that 
they mean to makeastrong effort to cap- 
ture the state within the next eighteen 
months. For some time it has been a fa- 
vorite idea with the more enthusiastic 
Single tax men that a concerted effort for 
the realization of their desire should be 
made in one of the smaller states. Rhode 
Island and Delaware were both consider- 
ed in this connection, and at a meeting re 
cently held in New York it was. decided 
to try the latter asa field forexperiment. 

They are working to elect in the fallof 
1896a legislature that shall provide in 
1897 fora single tax on land values as the 
method of raising reyenne for the state. 
They claim that there is nothing in the 
constitution of thisstate to make it im- 
poasible to legislate effectively for the 
establishment ofa single tax. Undaun- 
ted by the fact that Delaware is peculiar- 
ly conservative, the leaders of the move- 
ment hope fo convince the tarmersthata 
single tax on land values will lighten 
their burdens and transfer the bulk of 
their state tax to suburban land. 

The single tax idea has been little dis- 
cussed in Delaware ontside of New Cas- 
tle and, this city. Unless they make a 
good impression and are able to show tba 
farmers a reasonable prospect of materi- 
ally improving their condition, it is not 
likely that they will make much head- 
way. 

A fund of $10,000 has already been rais- 
ed to carry on the campaign. 


The Great Improvement In the National 
Revenues. 

The New York Hearld says: “Itia most 
encouraging and gratifying to note that 
since the opening on July I ofthe new 
fiscal year the revenues of the United 
Statestreasury have been increasing at s 
rate so rapid that the present defict may 
disappear before the year closes. thestea- 
dy tide of revenue pouring into ‘the na- 
tional treasury this month far exceeds 
$1,000,000 a day, excluding Sundays and 
the holiday of the Fourth. The re- 
ceipts up to the close of business yester- 
day were $21'875,584. At this rate the 
revenne for the fiscal year would exceed 
$346,000,000. It appeara also from the 
treasury returns that the receipts from 
the custom duties are arger than from 
the internal revenue. Up to the 18 day of 
this month and including it the receipts 
from customs were $8,528,593, ahd those 
internal revenue $8,487,504. And in these 
tighteen days the total receipts of the 
government were $!8.776,457— more than 
am llion dollars a day including Sundays 
aud the rational holiday”

Wealth ofthe United states. 


Michael G. Mulball, an English sta- 
tistician, isthe author of an article in 
the North American Review for June on 
“The Power and Wealth of the United 
States." He saye: 

“We find nothing to compare with the 
United States in this present year of 
1895, a: 11 that the United States posess- 
es by far the greatest productive power 
in the wo-'d; thatthe effective force of 
the American people is more than three 
times what it was in 1880; that the Unit- 
ed States pos-ess almost as much energy 
as Grent Britian, Germany and France 
collectively; that the ratio falling to each 
American is more than what two Eng- 
lishmenvor Germans have at their dis- 
poss!; tliat an ordinary farm hand in 
the United states raises as mnch grain 
as tl: -¢ in England, four in France, five 
in Ge many, sixin Austria. One man 
in Arica can produce enough flour to 
fewl 250 persons, whercas in Europe 
one mea feeds only 30; that the intel- 
lectus! power of the repnblic is commmen- 
surate with the industrial and mechani- 
cal. 87 per cent of the total population 
oye: ten years ofage being alle to read 
and . it, That the average annual in- 
crem: nt of the United States from +821 
to 1590 was nine hundred and one mill- 
ion, uf dolars; ihat the wealth added 
dutiew a single generation—that is in 
the jo ried of thirty years between 1860 
and Ins—was no less than forty-nine 
milal» of dul'ars, which is one mill- 
iard more than the total wealth of Great 
Bri‘ain; that a hile rural or agriculzural 
w:alth has only quadrnpledin 40 years, 
urban wealth has moltiplied 16 fold; 
į that, before 1860 the accumulation cf 
wealth for each rnral worker was great- 
i er than that corresponding to persons of 
the orban classes; but the farming inter- 
ests suffered ceverely by reason of the 
Civil war, and since then the accomala- 
tion of wealth amorg urban workers, a 
fact which accounts for the influx of 
popnlation info towns and cities; that 
the rise in wealth and increasein. wages 
came almost hand in hand; that if the 
United States had no urban population 
or industries whatever, the advance of 
agricultural interests would be enough 
to claim the admiration of mankind, for 
it bas no parallel in history.”

To Settle In Maryland. 


The Baltimore Sun of last Tuesday 
says: Messre. Z. F. Beijsens and C, W. 
Vanderhoogt, who bave been on a visit 
of inspection through: tl:e Eastern Shore 
counties of Maryland for the purpose of 
s-lecting a site for founding a colony of 
natives of Holland, have written to Capt. 
Willard Thompson, gcneral manayer of 
the Baltimore, Chesapeake and Atlantic 
Railway Company, that they bave dv- 
cided to locate the colony along the 
Nanticoke river in the upper part of 
Dorchester county. 

The colony will nomber about 500 per- 
sons, who wil! come direct from Holland. 
Its members are said to have enough 
money to purchase the land and equip 
themselves for successful truck farming. 

The quality of the land along the Nan- 
ticoke river is just suited for the purpos- 
es of the colonist. It closely resembles 
the Jand oftheir nativity, being flat and 
toa large degree marshy. The marsh 
land in the Dorchester tract will be 
dyked and put under cultivation, 

The agents of the colony have secur- 
ed an option on abont 10,000 acres, and 
itis said that if the first eettlers are 
pleased with their surroundings they 
will be followed | by a larger number of 
their fellow countrymen.

The gladiators’ barracks were ample 
for the housing of 2,000 or 8,000 men, 
and it is a matter of record that at least 
2,000 were engfiged at one time in the 
life or death combats which stretched 
over a long festival. The actors in these 
murderous sports were ‘‘barbarians’’ 
from various parts of Europe or from 
Asia Minor and Africa 

In the Naples museum is a bronze col- 
lar which was worn about the neck of a 
man whose skeleton was found in a 
Pompeiian house cellar; on the collar 
is engraved, in Latin, these words: ‘‘I 
am aslaye. Arrest me because I am run- 
ning away.” I could not help thinking 
while looking at this ingenious and 
cruel substitute for a convict’s dress 
that it was possible that the poor wretch 
who wore it may have been one of the 
deScendants of the blond haired Brit- 
ons brought home by Julius Cesar to 
grace his triumph 100 years before Pom- 
peli disappeared beneath its pall of lava 
and ashes. 

In the Gheezeh museum, Cairo, one 
may look upon the black and shriveled 
face of that Rameses whom wo know as 
the Pharaoh of the Oppression. Mum- 
mies of other Egyptian kings, priests 
and people are common enough. These 
primeval men, who far antedated Pom- 
peii and Rome, stand undecayed in our, 
presence. But Pompeii presents the pic- 
ture of an entire city resurrected from 
the dead, with all its sppliancesof life 
and means of pleasure, profit, comfort, , 
luxury, vice and sustenance. The lifo is 
gone out forever, but the mummified 
city remains—a monument of human 
ingenuity and human frailty.—New 
York Times.

Go through acrowd of people, pre- 
ferably city people; examine the tired, 
anxions, wasted faces; remember your 
life and tho lives of the men whom you 
have known intimately; recall the vio- 
lent deaths, the suicides of which you 
have heard, and ask yourself tho reason 
of all this death, suffering and despair. 
And you will see, however strange it 
may appear, that the cause of nine-tenths 
of human suffering is the present life of 
the world; that this suffering is useless; 
that it could be avoided, and that the 
majority of men are martyrs to worldly 
ideas. : 

Recently on a rainy Sunday I crossed 
the market near the tower of Soukharey 
in a street cur. For athird of a milethe 
car made its way through a dense crowd 


that closed in again behind us. From | 


morning till evening these thousands.of 
men, most of them hungry and in rags, 
jostle each other in the mud, dispute, 
deceive and hate each other. The same 
thing goes on in the markets of Moscow 
and other cities: These men will pass 
their evenings in the wine shops and 
afterward will scek their holes and cor- 
ners. Sunday is their best day. Monday 
they begin again their accursed exist- 
ence. — 

Think of the existence of these men, 
of the situation which they abandon 
and of that which they choose. Consider 
the labor to which they give themselves, 
and you will see that they are martyrs. 

All have left their fields, their houses, 
their fathers and brothers, often their 
wives and children. They have renoune- 
ed everything and come to the city in 
order to acquire that which the world 
cousiders necessary. All of them are 
there, from the operative, the coachman 
and the seamstress to the wealthy mer- 
chant, the office holder and the wives of 
allof them, to say nothing of the tens 
of thousands of unfortunates who havo 
lost everything and live on scraps and 
brandy in the free lodging honses. Go 
through this crowd; watch poor and 
rich alike; look for a man who says 
that ho is satisfied and believes that he 
possesses what the world deems necessa- 
ry. You will not find onein athousand. 
—Connt Tolstoi. 


How Massachusetts Treats Debtors, 

Some recent letter writers in various 
newspapers haye been complaining that 
Boston is provincial in several respecta. 
So it is. But the charge may be extend- 
ed to the state just as well.

Arrested. 


The Man Who Robbed Mr. L. W. 
Gunby’s Store Several Months 
Ago But Escaped Arrest, 

Now In Limbo. 

Abraham Small, the negro arrested in 


Baltimore last week charged with the]. 


murder of Patrolian Neve, of Savan- 
nah, Ga., is, it is confidently belieyed, 
the “Bill” Thompson who robbed the 
hardware store of Mr. L. W. Gunby sev- 
eral months ago. 

Thompson was pursued several days 
by the Salisbury police but after awhile 
the chase was abandoned and pothing 
more was heard of tue negro till his ar- 
rest in Baltimore last week, since then 


Thompson has operated in the South- 


where he is known to have killed at 
least two men, end several more lives 
are believed to have been extinguished 
by gory hand. 

A young colored man by the name of 
Wilson was sent from Savannah to Ral- 
timore to identify Thompson as soon as 
the authorities of Savannah learned of 
the desperado’s arrest last week. Wil- 
son said. he had been employed some 
time about the sheriffs office at Savan- 
nah, and that be not only knew Thomp- 
son very well, but that he was present 
when Mr. Neve was shot. Wilson said 
he advised the patrolmen who started 
after Thompson just before t e shcot- 
ing that the latter had a winchester rifle 
with him and would be hard to arrest. 
The officers replied that their pistols 
would snffice, and under his guidance 
they started after Thompson, whom 
they wantcd on the charge of burglary. 
Thompson was found at the house of a 
woman who had been furnishing his 
meals, on the outskirts of Savannah. 

“When Thompson raw the officers he 
ran toa hay stack where he had con- 
cealed his rifle, but the officers, who 
were mounted, reached the stack at the 
same time and temporarily cut him off 
from the gun. They and Thompson 
drew their pistols und began firing at 
the same time. “Although they were 
then shooting ac short range none of 
the shots took effect. Thompson man- 
aged to secure posscasin of his rifle and 
started to run across the field in which 
the haystack was. He made a detour 
and went back to the road with the ofli- 
cers in pursuit, 

“When Thompson saw that the offi- 
cers were gaining Ou bim he stopped, 
turned around and tuok deliberate aim 
atthe first of them, but mised him. Pa- 
trollman Nere was a short distance be- 
hind the first officer. Thompson tovuk 
aim at him and, fring a shurt range, 
shot him throngh the body ‘instantly. 

MID TO ESCAPE ARREST. 


Thompsun then ran «iF ard escaped. 
He rewained about Savanosh fur some 
time and was taken care of by a colored 
woman, who carried his meals to fim, 
Although the police watched the wom- 
an very closely, they were unable to 
lorate Thompsor, She was offered a 
large reward t - disclose his hiding-place, 
but although she sgrred todo sashe put 
the police off from time to time antil 
Thompson could pet away from the State, 
The police offered rewards fur his arreat, 
and nu Jers than seven men had been 
arrested in yarivus parts of the country 
« n suspicion that they were he. 1 was 
sent in neatly eyery case tu identify the 
men, but until now had not seen S mall 
since the shooting. 

A CAREER OF CRIME 

Several men have been kid and one 
has been wounded by Thompson. He 
wounded Detective Humphries, who 
attempted to arrest him, shot and killed 
Patrolman Neve, as I have said, for the 
eame reason, and also killed and robbed 
afisherman. A colored mau'was killed 
by Officer Maguire, who thought he was 
Thompson. 

“Since he was a small bay Thompson 
has been a thief. He served two terms 
inthe penitentiary in south Carolina, 
and escaped from that prison just before 
he went to Savannah. In Savannah he 
belonged to s gang of thieves and rob- 
bers. Several of the gang were arrested. 
It was by the confession of one of the 
arrested men that Thompson was con- 
nected with a daringrobbery. Prior to 
that time Thompson had killed a fisher- 
man living about half a mile from Sa- 
vannah and stolen his gold watch. He 
also robbed a store and secured $480, 
with which be opened another store in 
Savannsh. While keeping the store he 
was known as Will Thompson, the name 
he gave when arrested in Baltimore. 

“The people of Savannah will be de- 
lighted to know that Thompson has 
béen arrested, and, unless be is taken 
guietiv into the city, be will never reach 
the jail. Ifhe is lodged in jail, he will 
remain there until he is tried by the 
courts. The jail is new and is built of 
stone and steel. It is secure. 

Thompson was averse to going back 
to Savannah. After his arrest in Balti- 
more he wrotea letter to Mayor Hum- 
phreys of this city, confessing that he 
rubbed a store here in December, 1894. 
Mayor Humphreys forwarded the letter 
to Marshall Frey of Baltimore.

POE KNEW ARGON. 


The Post Wrote of the Third Constituent 
of the Atmosphere. 

Will Lori Rayleigh and Professor 
Ramsay have to share the honor of 
“Spotting” the third constituent of the 
atmosphere with Edgar Allan Poc? It 

looks like it, if we consider 
the evidence adduced by a correspondent 
af a French journal, who bas been dip- 
ping into the ‘‘Tales of Mystery and 
Imagination” The passage upon which 
this gentleman rests Poe’s claims is 
contained in ‘‘The Unparalleled Adven- 
ture of One Hans Pfaall"" It is worth, 


while quoting it in fall: 
“I then took ities of convey- 
ing by night toa retired situation east 


of “Rotterdam five iron bound casks, to 
contain about 50 gallons each, and one 
of a larger ‘size; six tin tubes 3 inches 
in diameter, properly sha and 10 
feet in length; a quantity of a particn- 
lar metallic Substance, or semimetal, 
which I shall not name, and a dozen 
demijobns of 4 very common acid. The 
gas to be formed from these latter ma- 
terials is s gas never yet generated by 
any other person than myself—or at 
least applied to any similar purpose. I 
camonly venture to say here that itis a 
constituent of azote (nitrogen), so lang 
considered irreducible, and that its 
density is about 37.4 times Jess than of 
hydrogen. It is tasteless, but not odor- 
less; burns, when pure, with a greenish 
flame and is instantaneously fatal to 
animal life. Its full secret I wonld 
make no difficulty in disclosing, but 
that it of right belongs toa citizen of 
Nantes, in France, by whom it was con- 
ditionally communicated to myself.’’ 

It must be confessed that the mysteri- 
ous gas evolved by the force of Poe's 
imagination has not a little in common 
with the argon, whose acquaintance we 
are now privileged to make some 50 
years later. The ‘‘particular metallio 
substance or scmimetal,'' nsed by Hans 
Pfaall, has its fellow in clevite, from 
which we have been led to understand 
argon has been extracted when treated 
with an acid, after the manner of the 
veracious Dutch balloonist. If the new 
gas is not precisely regarded as “a con- 
stituent of nitrogen,’’ it bas at least 
been declared by some to be an allotrop- 
io modification of it. No doubt the phys- 
ical and chemical qualities of Edgar 
Allan Poe's gas are not exactly those of 
argon. But what of that? Instead, for 
example, of being 37 times lighter than 
hydrogen, argon, we understand, is very 
much heavier. It must be remembered, 
however, that Hans Pfaall had to make 
a journey tothe moon. Had his gas been 
heavier, how could he bave dropped a 
couple of ballast bags on the head of 
Mynheer Superbus Yan Underduk, and 
bave disappeared above the clonds at- 
most before the worthy burgomaster had 
recovered himself? The romancer, ever 
when he is a man of science, must sure- 
ly be allowed a little latitude with his 
chemistry.—Westminster Gazette.
